nst year, more than 18 million barrels of crude oil were consumed throughout the 
world every day.For every barrel consumed, the oil industry—currently celebrating 
its 100th anniversary in America—must find one and a half new barrels to maintain 
the essential reserve. 
This means that the search for new r e s e r v e s can never stop. And, as the more 
accessible fields are depleted, oil companies must range to more desolate areas. 
One of these is the swamps of southern Louisiana. Into this gloomy, jungle-like bayou 
country come today’s explorers, searching for potential oil-bearing form ations.These 
are the men of the seism ic crew, such as the Shell Oil group shown in these photo­ 
graphs. 
The crew starts out in boats. Men and equipment are carried through winding, narrow 
waterways until heavy vegetation and marshy banks halt their passage. Then, with 
trouser legs tightly taped for protection against snakes and leeches, the men go over the 
side to finish the trip on foot. 
Up to their waists in water, members of the party press ahead carrying a supply of 
explosives, coils of wire, pipe, a gasoline engine and a set of ’’jugs”—instruments for 
detecting sound 
waves the oil men send into the earth as they make their tests. 
If the reports are encouraging, the company brings in a huge floating drilling rig. 
Trees are felled, the swamp is cleared. 
If oil is found it is pumped into field tanks 
and from there to barges or pipelines that take it to a refinery. 
Meanwhile, the seism ic crew has been slogging through another area, searching for 
another promising site. Again, tile swamp is cleared, ready for the next drilling rig. 


Dynamite is exploded. Vibrations from shot 
are reflected from formations far under­ 
ground and recorded on the seismograph. 


This seismic record is one of many made 
on job. Correlation of them gives indica­ 
tion as to whether underground formations 
are favorable to the accumulation of oil.

A Worthwhile 
Public Service 


There is no doubt that the emergence from 
childhood into maturity is one of the most won­ 
derful and at the same time terrifying experi­ 
ences a human being undergoes in his lifetime. 
Testing the wings for the first time, most teen­ 
agers take a fall or two in meeting the world 
headon, but by most young people the challeng­ 
es are eagerly accepted with the unequalled 
enthusiasm of inexperienced youth. 
An 
inevitable 
percentage 
suffer bruises 
from their first falls which do not heal. Either 
deficient in some character trait or not pre­ 
pared for the new experiences awaiting them, 
they carry the scars of even minor disappoint­ 
ments the remainder of their lives. Many of 
these young people are among those who attack 
society instead of devoting their energies to a 
worthwhile purpose. 
This is one of the ingredients of juvenile de­ 
linquents. It may be one of the greater motivat­ 
ing forces behind the gangs of young hoodlums 
who attempt to make a career of their failings. 
Few persons have given much thought to the 
stresses and strains of approaching adulthood, 
but the National Institute of Mental Health at 
Bethesda is doing so this summer. 
With the aid of 20 June graduates from 
local high schools, the institute is trying to de­ 
termine what factors caused the mental break­ 
down of a group of patients in its care. These pa­ 
tients are but a few of the students who are 
forced to leave college because of emotional 
maladjustments during the first year. 
By concentrated study of 20 youths, all of 
whom expect to go to college this fall, doctors 
at the federal clinic hope to find the character 
weaknesses which spelled failure for the pa­ 
tients and thus develop a pattern for preventing 
or forewarning parents of similar troubles in 
others. 
The 
Bethesda 
Institute is performing a 
worthwhile service in its attempts to uncover 
the forces which sent a few of the afflicted to 
its doors.

The Politician's Disease 


The excuse that politicians, of ail countries, in- 
.luding business politicians and labor politicians and 
ail sorts of so-called u ise and practical persons give 
for saying what they do not mean, of doing in public 
what they eschew' privately, is that it is the only way 
to rem ain in office. 
It is as true in one country as 
in another. 
H ie disgraced! purges in Soviet Russia 
when men who had devoted them selves to the ideals 
of revolution rase to denounce and defam e them selves 
in the hope that “confession” would save their jobs 
for them, shocked the world. 
But as we look about 
the world of our day we always see men and women 
who twist and squirm in order to conform to w hatever 
is currently popular. 
Bons Pasternak, in a very eloquent passage in 
“ Doctor Zhivago.” wrote: 


". . . The great m ajority of us are required 
to live a life of constant, system atic duplicity. Your 
health is bound to be afferted if. day after day, 
you say the opposite of what you feel, if you grovel 
before what you dislike and rejoice at what brings 
you nothing but misfortune. Our nervous system 
isn t just a fiction, ifs a part of our physical body, 
and our soul exists in space and is inside us, like 
the teeth in our mouth. It can’t be forever violated 
with impunity . . 


How very true this is! 
Recently. I have been asking the question: 
What 
Is news? Surely, we all know the answ er to that. News 
is when Zsa Zsa Gabor does something exciting. News 
is when Rita Hayworth takes a new husband. News 
is when Elsa M axwell’gives a party at El Morocco. 
Or is it? 
Back in the fortunate days of the beginning of this 
century when the world had had general peace since 
1815, it was news that som e rich m an gave a dinner 
for horses and a dining hall of a fashionable hotel was 
turned into a stable. 
Does anyone care about such 
nonsense today'" Young folks would call it corny. 
Interests change. They have changed in the direc­ 
tion of the challenge, “ Where do I get off?” lf you 
have a m arriageable daughter, ask her what is the 
m ost exciting question before her? 
Ask her if it is 
not whether her m arriage must be postponed because 
her boyfriend has to spend two to three years in the 
arm ed forces? 
Or ask the young man just out of college who 
has discovered that a B A. degree has become down­ 
graded; that he requires at least an M A to become 
an engineer or a business executive in scientific indus­ 
tries.

Nixon Got Elected By Battling Reds,

WASHINGTON - P o l i t i c a l 
cross-currents can blow public 
figures into strange places. And 
the most ironic twist of fate to­ 
day is to see Mr. Richard Nixon, 
who a few short years ago was 
handing out subpoenas to com ­ 
munists to appear before his Un- 
American Activities Committee, 
now in Moscow trying to patch 
up a peace with the Communists. 
However, the Kremlin moves in 
strange ways, and it might just 
happen that young Mr. 
Nixon 
could come home with accom p­ 
lishment. Certainly he’s not un­ 
aware of the stakes. 
“ If I can break the deadlock in 
Geneva.” he confided to a friend 
just before he left, “ nothing can 
stop me in 1960 “ 
That w as one reason he pre­ 
pared so carefully for his mis­ 
sion to Moscow.

Andrei Grom yko's behavior at 
Geneva otfers added proof of a 
deeply disturbing theory recent­ 
ly developed by the American 
intelligence analysts.

Many persons associate heart 
trouble with hard work There is 
an element of truth here, especi­ 
ally when the job calls for long 
hours,

of the job because heart disease 
is a complex problem . The high­ 
est incidence rate of coronary 
thrombosis is related to the com ­ 
bination of obesity and high blood 
pressure, especially in mid-life. 
The lowest rate is associated with 
freedom from these two abnor­ 
m alities; among these a re the 30 
per cent of our population who 
reach age 50 without a rise in 
blood pressure. 
The chance that an otherwise 
healthy middle-aged person will 
develop a heart attack increases 
when, in addition to obesity and

high blood pressure, he has too 
much cholesterol in the blood, a 
family history of coronary throm ­ 
bosis early in life. is a heavy 
smoker, or has diabetes or kidney 
trouble.

There are more jiggles, m ani­ 
pulations and m ystery activities 
in the stock m arket today than at 
any tim e since 1929 
Outside the listed m arkets, the 
investing public has been and Is 
still being swindled out of m il­ 
lions of dollars in all kinds of 
high powered offerings of ques­ 
tionable and even worthless se­ 
curities. 
Boiler shops are operating al­ 
most as openly as when first 
exposed by this column four and 
five years ago. 
Some of these 
operations have been taken over 
by crim inal elements. 
Corporate raiders are carrying 
on their activities with little, if 
any, restraint. 
Stocks figuring in these raids 
can be cornered as in the recent 
case of the small E. L. Bruce 
Company on the American Stock 
Exchange. 
Virtual corners exist in m any 
stocks where the floating supply 
is sm all. 
Even a m em ber firm of the 
N. Y Stock Exchange is getting 
in on the mill—a tenth of a cent 
—price for stocks being sold to 
the general investing public for 
$3 and $3.75 a share. 
Tipsters have never had it so 
good—at least not since the 1929 
days. 
Stocks are touted so as to 
generate 
wild 
moves 
up 
and 
down without any word of explan­ 
ation from the companies, the 
exchanges or the SEC. 
Insiders or their “ friends” still 
cash in on advance information 
of planned moves by directors. 
such as the other day in J. R. 
Thompson shares on the Stock 
Exchange. 
Press agents are being used to 
tout stocks in the name of public 
relations. 
Preferred 
lists 
are 
making 
their reappearance. 
These are 
preferred position in “ hot” un­ 
derw ritings. one of the favorite 
vehicles for sure thing specula­ 
tion in the 1920s. 
The facilities of the exchanges 
are being used for dressing up 
the m arket in the distribution 
over-the-counter of listed shares. 
There was the case of United 
Dye 
Sc 
Chemical, 
which 
both 
Lowell M. Birred and Alexander 
G uterm a at one time controlled. 
There will be unusual activity 
in listed shares, and also unlist­ 
ed just prior to release of favor­ 
able news and interviews by offic­ 
ers of the companies. 
Margin rules are being flouted 
by some of the operators in the 
m arket by the use of money 
lenders and Swiss banks. 
Yet. the boss of the Securities 
and 
Exchange 
Commission — 
Chairm an Edw ard N. Gadsby — 
says: 
“ Let me point out that the se­ 
curities industry, comprising the 
stock exchanges, the underw rit­ 
ing houses, the brokers and deal­ 


ers and the other elements of 
the capital m arket is now a dis­ 
ciplined industry.” 
What Gadsby says is true as to 
the vast m ajority of the indus­ 
try—but it is more self disciplin­ 
ing than by law or by the SEC 
or the other regulatory agencies. 
In 
contrast 
to this 
are 
the 
operations of the “ undisciplined” 
elem ents of the industry. The 
National Association of Securities 
Dealers, which Gadsby pats on 
the back, has done little or noth­ 
ing about the gyps and the phon- 
ies. 
It even refuses to disclose 
any information on employes and 
partners in its registered firm s. 
in fact, like the SEC, it keeps 
its headquarters m ore than 200 
m iles away from the center of 
the industry. 
The ineffectiveness of Gadsby * 
SEC is shown in the case of Bir­ 
red. 
He has been flouting their 
rules and regulations for year* 
and the sam e for*the state in­ 
surance 
com missioners 
in 
hi* 
case 
The law may be catching 
up with Birred, but it is the New 
York City district attorney and 
not the federal attorney. 
The Birred case is typical The 
SEC a few years allowed the 
uranium 
stock 
issues 
to 
flow 
through 
SEC 
registration 
like 
w ater under a bridge, and the 
public was swindled out of mil- 
boas. 
The scandal today is the activ 
ity in certain highly speculative 
listed shares, with no disclosure 
as to the reason for doubling and 
tripling m arket values or cutting 
them down a third or more.
